Due to the 
enhanced demand and the general shortage of bulbs, it is dcubtful if many of the va- 
rieties listed will be available late in the season. We will perhaps be unable to 
send out many orders until after the first of the year, but to encourage early orders 
so that we may have more time to prepare and plan for. our food crops and look 
after our Daffodil planting in the spring, we are again offering discounts for fall 
orders. These discounts will consist of extra bulbs of your choosing.
